HOW TO MAKE A COLD-_ 
FRAME OR HOT-BED 


In connection with the seed-incubator below, hot-beds are needed where large plants, or 
many of them, are grown, and cold-frames can be used to harden them. Some plants are 
killed by frost while others will stand severe freezing. A cold-frame is for the latter to in- 
duce very late and early growth. It is simply a glass-covered garden, simply constructed, 
with wooden sides, and is covered with sash that is allowed to slant. The soil should be very 
rich, and the location in some sheltered place. For complete directions as to planting and 
caring for a cold-frame we suggest that you read that delightful little book by Henry Dreer,
